In winding up Town Clerk A. T. 
Stephenson said: 

Citizens of Red Deer, I beg to con- 
gratulate you on the present splendid 
financial condition of the Town, which 
is the best in its history, and which 
will compare favorably with that of 
any Town in Canada, and indeed with 
that of many cities. 

In 1908 it was a constant struggle to 
reduce a large overdraft at the bank. 
This was nearly cleared up by the end 
ofthe year. This year we had a sur- 
plus at the bank most of the months, 
a larger percentage of taxes and water 
rates have been collected this year 
than ever before, and ynany old ac- 
counts collected. To accomplish this 
jt was necessary to use strenoue ef- 
forts, and in some cases resort to law. 
lmay say that during the year the 
finances and books of the Town have 
been examined by many financial and 
newspaper men, and they have in- 
variably stated that our financial 
position is one to be proud of.

By reason 
of your sound financial condition you 
will be able to make the most of your 
opportunities that are even now 
knocking at the door, and when the 
time comes ‘to incorporate as a city,

STIMULANTS OF GENIUS. 


Various Means Employed to Arouse 
Mental Activity. 


To one engaged in literary work 
there comes a time when for the 
time being’ the imagination | flags, 
ideals seem to have vanished and all 
appeals to inspiration seem to be 
powerless. There are well known 
cases in which great writers have had 
recourse to artificial stimuli: 
taire and Balzac found what they re- 
quired in coffee. Goethe preferred 
burgundy, while De Musset and Edgar 
Allan Poe fled to alcohol, . 

In his early days.Goethe found that 
indulgence in wine impeded his in- 
tellectual work, for. he had noticed 
that when Schiller»drank ‘more than 
usual the literary results were de- 
plorable. The’ faults) with which 
Schiller had been reproached by his 
critics, Goethe declared, were-due to 
no other cause than this. The mix- 
ture of alcohol and absinthe in which 
De Musset placed ‘his hopes ruined 
his brain and he ceased to write. The 
genius of De Quincey was destroyed 
by opium. 

More innocent have been the means 
employed by others to awaken inspir- 
ation. Some like to have. noise and 
movement around them. One French 
painter does his best work when his 
friends are fencing in the room or 
talking and shouting: around him. 
Some writers go to a cafe or walk up 
and down the busy streets to think 
over what they are going to write. 
Men engaged in scientific pursuits 
will walk furiously up and down their 
room with bent back and absent look, 
probing to the depths the problems 
that baffle them. 

Kant went for the same walk every 
day, thinking over his Kritik. Casar 
Franck used to play for an hour pass- 
ages from his Beatitudes to excite 
himself to composition. 


Freezing Flowers Keeps Them Fresh. 


Freezing flowers: to keep them fresh 
is a modern idea. They are picked in 
the bud and preserved by refrigera- 
tion while being transported.’ When 
unpacked they are found free of dam- 
age and when placed in water and 
left alone they slowly awaken and 
come into full bloom. It appears that 
experiments are being made in South 
Africa with a view to dispatching 
them in this way in bulk at the sea- 
sons when they are scarce elsewhere. 
The flowers undergo no deterioration 
from the treatment either in the beau- 
ty of their color oy in their longevity 
after immersion in water, Curiously 
enough growth suspended by tefriger- 
ation appears to resume so slowly that 
the blossoms thrive in a room for a 
considerably longer period than if 
placed there immediately after being 
cut in the garden. The process would 
also serve to introduce to our notice 
many Leautiful members of the horti- 
cultural family with which at present 
we are unfamiliar; such plants ag the 

orgeous iris, which grows wild in 
uxurious profusion in South Africa, 
or those which abound on the slopes 
of the Andes in South America. 


A Dinner In Mexico. 


The dinner began with soup, follow- 
ed by an array of courses, mostly 
compounds of things I did not recog- 
nize and nearly all very hot with 
chili peppers, but on the whole palat- 
able. Frijoles (beans) were served just 
before the dulce. That is a warning 
that you have had all you are going 
to get and to satisfy yourself upon 
them if you have not had enough of 
the other things. They were well 
cooked and good. The bread was in 
the form of rolls, sweetened and of 
poor quality—‘pan blanco” it is call- 
ed. It is the characteristic bread, 
however, of Mexico—when bread is 
to be had at all. The coffee was of 
good quality, but, like all Mexican 
coffee, muddy and very strong. It is 
burned black in roasting, ground to a 
powder, boiled and served, grounds 
and all. You are supposed to drink 
the grounds.—Outing.

Text, “Brethren, Give Diligence to 
Make Your: Calling and Election 


-. Our Blemishes—God's Election Is 
That We:Work for His Kingdom. 


Sunday, Nov. 14.—Pastor Russell, of 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, preached to-day 
toa large and attentive audience as 
usual, from the following text: “Bre- 
thren, give diligence. to, make your 

‘calling and election: sure’’ (II. Peter 
~1,°10).. He ‘said: 3 : 2 

Throughout the Jength and. breadth 
of this land of liberty, young and old 
understand full well the significance 
of election.:' Councilmen, aldermen, 
mayors of cities, county officials, state 
officials, United States Congressmen, 

Senators, the President, the Vice- 
President. are chosen or elected from 
amongst. the people to their various 
official stations. ‘They are, chosen ‘with 
a view to the blessing that will ac- 
crue-to’ the electors by the exercise 
of their officials -positions...: How 
strange, then, that we who are 50 
familiar with these things should read 
into our text so yery different a view 
of election! ee: 

The thought should naturally sug- 
gest itself to us that if God is electing 
or selecting a Church in the present 
time, it must be with a view to the 
use of that Church subsequently to 
serve.in some manner the interests oi 
the’ remainder of the world, from 
amongst whom they were elected, And 
this is just what the Scriptures teach; 
namely, that Christ Jesus himself is 
the Head, the Captain, the Chief 
Ruler, and ‘that this ‘“‘elect’’  com- 
pany. are, figuratively speaking, his 
“members,” his associates, his under- 
priesthood. The .S8criptures tell us 
that this selection is according to Di-

tion. They tell us that God foreknew 
‘our Lord. Jesus as the one who would 
occupy the glorious position of Pro- 
phet, Mediator and King of the world 
during the Millennium. They tell us 
also that ‘the same God and Father of 
our ‘Lord Jesus ‘Christ. foreknew us 
also and- “‘predestinated”’ that. there 
should be a Church class selected from 
’ amongst the world, to be their Re- 
deemer’s associate, his under-priest- 
hood, his subordinate kings during 
the Millennium. : 

The Church is spoken of as God’s 
“elect”: now, before the election has 
’.. .been: finished; before the testing is 
completed; before the called have 
been proven faithful and worthy. 
These are ‘‘elect’’ in the sense of hav- 
ing been nominated—‘moved and se- 
conded.’”’ God moved that they’ should 
b2. elected, and “called them with a 
heavenly calling.’’ It remained for 
the called ones themselves to “second 
the motion”-by presenting themselves 
in full consecration of heart to the 
Lord.- But this was not sufficient; 
for the. invited one were recognized 
‘as imperfect and unable to come up 
to the-requirements of the call. Hence 
it was necessary that the Lord Jesus 
Christ should--become their surety 
and agree out of his own fulness of 
merit to supply all of their lack, their 
imperfection. And this he gladly does 
by applying for such the merit of his 
sin-atonement-sacrifice finished at Cal- 
Vu ee te 7 oo 

Respine before our minds that the 
heavenly father made the motion or 
the call, that we seconded it by ac- 
cepting the call upon its terms of 
faith <nd consecration unto death, 
and that our Lord Jesus is our surety 
who will muke good our unintentional! 
blemishes, what shall we say of the 
prospects of our being elected and at 
whose door shall we lay the responsi- 
bility if we are not elected? Surely 
the unchangeable God who nominated 
us has made every provision for out 
election end will co-operate. Surely 
our Redeemer, our Surety, our Advo- 
cate, will give us every assistance in 
the way and, according to his: pro- 
mise, cause all things to work togeth- 
ér for our good. Just as surely, 
therefore, the entire responsiblity for 
{failure would lie at our door. And this 
is what St. Peter in our text declares, 
“Make your calling and election 
syre.”’ : 

Fr this standpoint we havo a 
specif] interest in our own election, 
such as we never had before when 
we misunderstood the entire matter. 
Once in our ignorance we thought that 
St. Peter had written foolishly about 
our making the election sure; for ac- 
cording to the erroneous theory which 
we had “swallowed”? without proper 
mastication, God was doing all the 
electing himself, and had unalterably 
fixed our destiny as eternal glory or 
eternal‘ suffering, long centuries be- 
fore we were born. 

This erroneous view blinded our 
mental sight from all the various in- 
centives which now are so precious 
and so helpful. What had God elect- 
ed us to be and to do? To sit upon 
a cloud and to play upon a harp and

as-it‘is. done ‘in’ heaven,”’ yet the’ 


thraldom of error upon us_ was so 


tense that we recognized not the’ in 


consistency between. these: promises 
and our false hopes. Now, thank God, 
“the mystery’’ is revealed: to us in 
God’s Word and by his Spirit, and 
we perceive that the Millennial King- 
dom is to be a reality’ and: that: its 
‘blessing to mankind in general, ‘“‘to 
all-.the: families of the‘ earth,’’ is to 
be most thorough, most systematic, 
plete, and in the end entirely 
satisfacto: t - 
What an interest we properly take 
in this matter. of our election, after 
learning that the-office for which we 
are running is a ‘combination. of 
priesthood and kingship! The elect 
are to be nriestly kings, or. otherwise 


styled, “a Royal Priesthood.” Their 
glorious: service is.to be for a period 
{ years, ‘during which 
they will be kings and- priests unto 
God and will reign over the earth 
(Revelation xx, 4; I. Peter ii, 9). 

They will not “reign on_the-earth”’ 
in ithe sense of being earthly. beings, 
‘having earthly courts and thrones; 
their resurrection ‘‘change’’ will con- 
stitute them heavenly or spirit beings; 
they will be invisible to mankind, ‘as 
now the “prince of this world” is in- 
visible and ag the holy angels ‘are 
invisible, But they will nossess heav- 
enly power and authority and wisdom 
and grace. By these glorious attri- 
butes they will be able to serve God 
and humanity by a reign of righteous- 
ness, whose uplifting or restitution in- 
fluences (Acts. iii, 21) will begin with 
the living generations, but eventually 
extend to “all the families of the 

arth,’ who have been going down 
for the past six thousand years into 
the great prison-house .of death— 
‘prisoners of hope,” however, because 
of the promise of God’s Word and the 
redemption sacrifice of Jesus. 

My beloved: hearers,-if- your hearts 
are not. moved by this message of 


,God’s grace and this information re- 


specting: his Kingdom and of. yotr 
prospects of becoming kings «and 
priests in that Kingdom, it. is b2- 
cause you do not believe the message 
—because your faith does no} properly 
grasp the “exceeding ,great and _ pre- 
cious promises” of God’s Word 
(II, Peter i, 4). I am. aware that this 
whole message by Jesus and_his 
apostles has- been so jong covered: by 
the rubbish of ““‘the dark ages’’. that 
it was-lost to our light for a -long 
while, and sadly we missed its: en- 
couragement to faithfulness. I am 
glad, however, that now the eyes of 
understanding sre opening to see the 
length and breadth and height and 
depth in the great Divine Plan of the 
ges. 

Consider for a moment what fabu- 
lous prices have been paid for earth- 
ly crowns! Thousands of Vives have 
been sacrificed and millions of money, 
to gain an earthly crown. And thou- 
sends who paid this price knew well 
that “‘uneasy rests the head which 
wears the crown.” They knew well, 
too, that ita tenure would be precar- 
ious and that the’ attainment of it 
would bring them Jasting hatred from 
others who aspired to the same posi- 
tion .and who considered that’ their 
right to it was. as-good or better. 

What comparison should we insti- 
tute’ as between the value of such a 
crown and the “crown of glory,”’ hon- 
or and immortality which ‘God has 
promised to his elect—to such of them 
as make their calling and their elec- 
tion sure! Has God placed too high 
a valuation upon the heavenly crown, 
in_demanding that those who would 
share it with the Redeemer must 
prove their loyalty to him and to the 
principles of righteousness, and to the 
spirit of love, to the extent of luying 
down their lives in his service and 
in ‘‘doing good unto all men as thev 
have opportunity, especially to the 
household of faith?” ; 

Our Lord: asked wherein would be 
the profit to any man if he were to 
gain the whole world and lose his 
own soul—lose his future life. For 
the purpose of our present topic we 
might ask a modified question; name- 
ly, If one should gain the empire of 
the whole earth and all of its riches, 
and if another should gain this heav- 
enly election to the heavenly King 
dom of one thousand years and to 
subsequent eternal blessings with the 
Lord, which of these would choose 
the better part — which would show 
the real wisdom, and which would be 
the foolish one? But the contrast in- 
creases when we note that the dom. 
inion of earth cannot be secured by 


| our sailing through bloody seas, and 


that a mere competency of earthly 
wealth is attained by only one of a 
thousand who strive for it day and 
night. Surely from the standpoint of 
the Father’s Word all earthly honors 
rre vanities, in comparison with the 
heavenly glories and blessings which 
may be surely attained by the ‘“‘call- 
ed’”’ of this Gospel ,Age—if they wil! 
but follow the Divine directions. 

In our context St. Peter tells us 
upon what terms the called and ac- 
cepted may make their election sure. 
After ealling our attention to God’s 
exceeding great and precious promises 
he tells us that they were given us 
to the intent that they should operate 
in our minds so as to influence our 
lives, in harmony with the Divine 
will; and that thus we may ‘‘become 
partakers of the Divine nature, after 
having escaped the corruption that 
is in the world through desire,”— 
selfishness, lust (verse 4). He, pro- 
eceds to amplify, and urges that such 
as have this hope shall give all dili- 
gence to the matter of adding to their 
faith virtue or fortitude. That is to 
say, faith of itself is very good as a 
start, but God requires more than 
this. As a condition of our accept- 
ance for election he requires that our 
faith shall be of a strong kind, giving 
us fortitude for all of life’s affairs; 
for all of our Covenants with the 
Lord; for a faithful endurance of op- 
position, contradiction, etc., that thus 
we might be copies of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, as God has ordained all of 
“the elect’? must be (Romans viii, 
29). ; 
Not only must we have a strong 
faith combined with fortitude, but we 
must also add “knowledge.’”’ We re- 
quired some knowledge of God and of 
our Lord Jesus and of the Gospel 
message before we could come unto 
the Lord at all, but the Apostle is 
not referring to this, our eartiest 
knowledge. He is addressing Chris- 
tians who have already taken the first 
steps. He assures us that they need 
knowledge to enable them to go on- 
ward: in Christian development— 
knowledge, scientific knowledge, etc., 
when these do not cross or interfere 
with the Divine Revelation, but we 
are confident that the Apostle did not 
intend to refer to worldly knowledge. 


but: to the greatest of 
knowledge—the knowledge of God.>— 

How shell we know God? By study 
of: his -character. Our Lord Jesus. it 
was who declarcd, “This is life eter- 
nal, that-they might* know: thee, the 
only true .God, and ~ Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent (John - xvii, 3). 
This knowledge‘at the ipresent time’is 
: secret xnowled e. and, as the Apos- 

e@ says,'a ‘ en mystery,” which. 
cen b2 known only? by those who put 
themselves into-a certain attitude of 
heart and mind and conduct toward 


the Lord and ‘his’ revelation. -We are 
to study God’s character—to learn r2. 
apecting his Justice, his Wisdom, his 
Love-and his Power, by studying his 
-revelation—the Bible. In it we see his 
dealings . past, and: his. promises  re- 
specting. his dealings future... And a 
correct BU pre avon of these gives us 
a knowledge’ of God’s character. as 
exemplified. therein. But ‘since ° this 
knowledge is not stated in terms for 
the world to understand, it follows 
that-only those in proper condition of 
heart and enlightened by- the. holy 
Spirit can receive this knowledge. It 
is taught only to the pupils in the 
School of Christ. ‘The secret of the 
Lord 1s,with them that fear him; 


—-. 


“and -he *will. show them his Cove- 


nant.” 

The Apostle continues his advice as 
to things necessary to be added by 
those who would make their calling 
and election’ sure. They must keep 
adding, and the adding must be little 
by little and day by day. The knowl- 
edge we-gain of bod through his Word 
should lead us to greater moderation 
(translated, temperance, in our com- 
mon .version). ‘‘Let your moderation 
be known unto all men” -(Philippians 
iv, 5), moderation or balance in 
thought, in word, in action. God’s 
people may be called extremists by 
those who are not begotten of the holy 
Spirit and. who know not “the mys- 
tery.’’ But even they should be able 
to cherge immoderation only on the 
one score—our immoderation, our 
faithfulness to the Word of the Lord 
‘and to our Covenant of- self-sacrifice 
as followers in the footsteps of Jesus. 
Our lives should be’ so moderate as 
respects business and pleasure and 
food and raiment, etc., that we should 
be examples. of :wisdom .and modera- 
tion to all—extremists only along the 
same lines that Jesus and the Apos- 
tles were counted extremists by*those 
who ‘knew not, neither did understand 
“the oR beaeat Be of thesr endeavor to 
be of “the very. elect.””. : 

Patience must not be forgotten. In 
adition to. moderation, ‘‘Let patience 
have her. perfect work, that ye may 
be perfect and entire, wanting. noth- 
ing.”” Next add godlikeness — general 
goodness benevolence, benignity to- 
ward all. Add next brotherly kind- 
ness—in the natural family relation- 
ship, and also in the spiritual family, 
the Church. “Love as_brethren’’ 
(ought to love). ‘‘We ought. also to 
lay down our livés for the brethren.’ 
Still further the Apostle. urges that 
while all ‘of the foregoing -are ‘ele- 
ments of love we superadd love itself 
in the fullest sense toward the Lord, 
toward the brethren, toward human- 
ity, toward the brute creation and to- 
ward ‘our enemies. While all of these 
cannot: be loved in the same degree, 
all should profit by the spirit of love 
in our hearts for all. 

Now comes the climax of the. ad- 
vice to those seeking to make their 
calling and election sure, (verse 8).- 
“If these things. be in .you. and 
abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of -our Lord Jesus | 
Christ.” And then as our. text de- 
clares, If these things abound and if 
we give diligence to the making sure 
of our calling and election and do 
these things, we shall never= fail— 
we shall in no case fail of. securing 
our election. God seeketh such for 
joint-heirship with their Redeemer in 
the Kingdom. God “‘seeketh such to 
worship him as worship him in spirit 
and in truth.” J. : 

The grand consummation of our 
election—our Kingdom honors and 
glories—is specifically referred to by 
St. Peter in the next verse, saying, 
“For so an entrance shall be minis- 
tered, unto you abundantly into the 
everlasting Kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” If, dear 
Brethren, we believe these things, lect | 
us permit them to control our lives— ! 
our. words, our deeds and _ our; 
thoughts:- Surely we can well afford 
to be considered foolish along lines 
of the sacrifice of earthly interest, if | 
thereby we can develop the character |; 
which our Lord desires and prove’ 
ourselves worthy of a share in his 
Kingdom.

SIMON BOLIVAR. - 


Stormy Career of the Man For Whom 
Bolivia is Named, ; 
-Boliviu,..the-South American<coun- 


try, gets. its name from Simon Bolivur, 


The. land has-had as stormy a his-\|— 


tory “as did the liberator-who assist- 
ed’ in. making ita republic in 1825. 
Bolivar had been. writing his name, 
‘large in South American history for 4 
long time before’ that date, however, ; 
earning for himself the title of the 
“Washington of South America.”’ Si- 
mon Bolivar-:wag . born. in. Caracas, 
‘Venezuela, in 1783 of a-noble and 
wealthy fanny He studied law, in 
Spain, traveled much in Europe, mar- 
ried and returned to his native coun- 
fry. In~ 1809 he visited the United 
States on his ‘return - from ‘another 
journey to Europe. It was at. this 
time that he. became an’ enthusiastic 
admirer of republics and made up his 
mind to free Venezuela from Spanish 
despotism. From that time. on war 
was his portion, ~ 

‘In 1813 he entered Caracas as con- 
queror, was hailed as the liberator of 
his country by. the people and ‘made 
absolute dictator in civil and military’ 
affairs. He met. with reverses, how- 
ever, at the hands of the Spaniards, 
and it was during a period of defeat 
on the continent that he convoked 
congress in Haiti, instituted'a govern- 
ment and -abolished slavery there. 
‘That was in 1816, Thereafter he was 
successful against the, Spaniards_ in 
South America, and in 1819 at Angos- 
tura,. Venezuela,-he was chosen presi- 
dent with the power of dictator. When 
New Granada united with Venezuela 
he was made the first President. By 
1822 the new republic was completely 
cleared of royalist troops. 

“Bolivar was summoned the same 
year to help the Peruvians and’. in 


| 1824 was named dictator of Peru. By 


1825 the Spaniards were driven out 
of Peru also, and Bolivar, calling a 
‘congress at Lima, formally resigned 
the dictatorships. Soon after that the 
southern part of Peru was erected in- 
to a separate stute and named Bolivia, 
and he could have been dictator for 


‘life. However, troubles in Colombia 


| kept him busy. Venezuela broke away 


from the rest of Colombia in 1829. 
Bolivar was denounced ‘for -his ambi-. 
tion, und he was virtually forced ‘to 
Tetire to Cartagena. He died in 1830.
